In Montgomery county's only major 
Republican contest Tuesday, Earl B. 
Bechtel, Pottstown borough treasurer, 
won the nomination for prothonotary 
by a plurality of 7,000, receiving half 
of the 42,000 votes cast. 

He was high man in a majority of 
the county's ditricts, losing in Lower 
Merion by 468 votes but winning in 
Narberth by 572, to take the Main 
Line by 104. 

Walter A. Wilson, former Norris- 
town burgess and editor, carried Low- 
er Merion by 468, Cheltenham by 
about 1,000, ran well ahead in the dis- 
tricts hounding Norristown, but lost 
that borough itself by 584. 

William T. Muldrew, president of 
the Montgomery County Firemen's 
Association, ran a surprisingly good 
third. While only receiving about one- 
eighth of the county's total vote he 
was high man in Abington and Jenkin- 
town, his home districts, and in Hat- 
boro. 

Major Romanus Fellman of Norris- 
town finished a poor fourth. 

Total unofficial returns were: 
Bechtel, 21,355; Wilson, 14,118; Mul- 
drew, 5,779; Fellman, 1,368. 

While Narberth, under the leader- 
ship of Charles V. Noel, was solidly 
for Bechtel, giving him 816 to 244 for 
Wilson, 24 for Muldrew and 12 for 
Fellman in the three borough districts, 
Lower Merion was a study in con- 
trasts. 

Peter C. Hess, township treasurer, 
backed Wilson and was vice chairman 
of his campaign committee. Arrayed 
for Bechtel were Fred C. Peters, presi- 
dent of the County Commissioners; 
William G. Hower, county Recorder of 
Deeds; Magistrate Franklin P. Kro- 
mer and Samuel K. McConnell of Penn 
Wynne. 

Wilson won nine districts in the 
township, seven went to Bechtel and 
one, East Bryn Mawr, was even.
